WASHINGTON AP — P resi­ 
dent Johnson’s nomination of 
Abe Fortas, his old friend and 
adviser, to the Supreme Court 
has come under fire from some 
Republican members of Con­ 
gress. 
There was some criticism on 
both sides of the Capitol Thurs­ 
day, along with the announce­ 
ment that the Senate Judiciary 
Committee’s hearing on 
the 
nomination will be postponed 
until Aug. 12. 
However, it did not appear 
that the criticism posed any se­ 
rious threat to the confirmation 
of Fortas, a Washington lawyer 
whose 
background 
includes 
service in President Franklin 
D. Roosevelt’s New Deal. Acting 
Chairman John L. McClellan, 
D-Ark., said the resetting of the 
hearing was at Fortas* request. 
Rep. Durward G. Hall, R-Mo., 
cited in the House Thursday an 
article in Esquire magazine 
which, he said, depicted Fortas 
as trying to suppress the story 
about the arrest last fall of Wal­ 
ter Jenkins, then a top White 
House aide, on morals charges. 
Rep. H. R. Gross, R-lowa. 


backed Hall, saying Fortas “ did 
everything in his power to kill 
the story.” 
Hall told 
the 
House 
that 
“ there is a serious question 
whether Mr. Fortas will be able 
to excise independence 
be­ 
cause of his intimate ties with 
the President and because he 
has been a quiet participant in 
some of the more dubious trans­ 
actions involving the Johnson 
adm inistration.” 
He said Fortas had served as 
counsel for Bobby Baker, form­ 
e r Senate majority secretary 
whose business affairs 
came 
under congressional scrutiny. 
Hall also cited reports that For­ 
tas had supervised establish­ 
ment of a trust to administer 
the President’s radio and tele­ 
vision properties. 
Gross called the naming 
of 
Fortas to the Supreme 
Court 
inconceivable. 
The 
House does not vote on 
confirmation of presidential ap­ 
pointments.

Viet Cong in 
Surprise Attack 


SAIGON, South Viet Nam AP— 
A Viet Cong force attacked a 
government training center 75 
miles southwest of Saigon today 
and inflicted heavy casualties, 
a U. S. military spokesman an­ 
nounced. 
An estimated 125 to 500 guer­ 
rillas hit the Tan An regional 
force training center with 57mm 
recoilless rifles and machine 
guns, the spokesman said. 
The Viet Cong sent a suicide 
demolition team to blow up an 
ammunition dump at the center 
but the guerrillas didn’t reach 
the dump, the spokesman re­ 
ported. 


The Scott Central R-5 and 
Sikeston R-6 school boards and 
superintendents 
unofficially 
agreed last night to wait for the 
Scott county school board to sub­ 
mit a school reorganization plan 
before urging that the two dis­ 
tricts merge. 
The boards met in the Sikes­ 
ton administrative office for 
two hours of discussion. 
This wait on the reorganiza­ 
tion plan probably means that 
instead of just the people in 
the 
R-5 
district 
deciding 
whether or not to merge with 
Sikeston, there would be a coun­ 
ty wide election in October or 
November. 
The county board is waiting 
for a reorganization plan to be 
submitted to it by a commit­ 
tee by Aug. 5. The plan is be­ 
ing drawn up by a seven-mem­ 
ber committee. Each school 
district in the county has a rep­ 
resentative on it. 
If the county board accepts 
the committee’s plan for re- 
districting it will in turn sub­ 
mit the plan to the state by 
September. 
If the state accepts the pro­ 
gram 
a 
countywide election 
would be held within 60 days. 
If the election should fail to 
reorganize the districts in the 
county it will be one year be­ 
fore another plan can be voted 
on. 
If Scott Central had agreed 
to annex with Sikeston and the 
election had failed, it would 
have taken two years before 
another 
annexation 
election 
could be held. 
According to Lynn Twitty, 
chairman of the redistricting 
committee 
appointed 
by the 
county board and superintendent 
of Sikeston schools, the plan as 
it now stands will divide the 
county into north and south 
school districts. 
The southern district as pro­ 
posed would be made up of the 
merged R-5 and R-6 school 
districts. 
The rest of the districts in 
the 
county, 
R-l, Illmo-Scott 
City; R-2, Chaffee; R-3 Oran; 
R-4, Benton; and C-7, Kelso, 
as proposed would form a nor­ 
thern district in the county. 
The plans at this time have 
not progressed far enough to 
determine the proposed loca­ 
tion of the schools. 
County board members say 
that 
the 
northern 
district 
would have to build a new high 
school. 
The cost of the proposed new 
high school in the northern 
district is expected to be about 
$1 million. 
Plans are that the southern 
school district would have its 
high school in Sikeston. 
The proposed location of any 
of the junior high and grade 
schools in the southern district 
has not been determined. 
Supt. Twitty said: 
Possibly 
we can have a junior high school 
in the Scott Central Building, 
but we won’t know until this 
thing is studied further. That 
will be a problem of the new 


school board. 
“ In spite of our, (R-6), high 
$4 tax levy we are spending 
each year $114 less on each 
child than the national aver­ 
age. 
“ If we are merged together 
it would mean that the people 
in the R-5 district would re­ 
ceive a raise in their tax rate 
and the people of the R-6 dis­ 
trict would receive a decrease, 
although the changes won’t be 
much.” 
President 
of the Sikeston 
Board of Education L. M. Stand- 
ley 
told 
the 
group that he 
thought the R-6 district would be 
more than happy to receive R-5, 
but only if they were in favor 
of merging the districts. 
C. B. Taylor, president of the 
R-5 board of education, said that 
he thought that the people and the 
board of his district felt that it 
would be to the advantage of the 
students if the two districts 
merged. 
The R-6 high school offers 
90 units of study as compared 
to 36 at the R-5 high school. 
Thirty of the 90 units offered 
at Sikeston are in the voca­ 
tional program. 
Twitty commented: 
“ About 60 per cent of our 
students do not attend college 
after they graduate and they are 
ill prepared to provide for them­ 
selves adequately. This voca­ 
tional program helps the un­ 
employables 
to 
make them­ 
selves employable.” 
Twitty said that because of 
the size of the R-6 schools they 
could have more to offer the 
students: 
“ On 
a 
comparative scale 
you people in the R-5 school 
district have just as good a 
school as we do. But, we are 
just larger, which allows us to 
be able to get more and offer 
more to the students. 
“ When and if we merge there 
will be advantages to both school 
districts. It will allow us to 
get more education to the stu­ 
dents per dollar.” 
Superintendent of R-5 schools 
Roy Ragain said: 
“ The need for our districts 
coming together is very appar­ 
ent. A good example is that in 
our school we offer 36 units to 
the students. The vocational 
program in the R-6 school alone 
has 30 units. 
“ We have a good small high 
school, but we just can’t offer 
our students enough education. 
Consequently they are enter­ 
ing life and college on a poor 
foundation. 
“ I have seen the vocation 
program here at Sikeston and 
it is wonderful. 
“ I personally feel that the 
people in my district, although 
they would have to pay higher 
taxes, would consent to the 
districts being made into one. 
“ Since the greatest majority 
of graduates from Scott Cen­ 
tral do not attend college, I 
think that the vocation program , 
to which R-5 is presently send­ 
ing 11 students, would be a great 
asset.” 


R-5 Board President Taylor 
said: 
“ I’m convinced it would be 
good. I would be proud to be 
a part of Sikeston. I want our 
kids to have the best that mon­ 
ey can offer.” 
Since the beginning of the 
vocational program at Sikes­ 
ton 98 per cent of the stu­ 
dents have been placed in jobs. 


Fertility Drug Used in Five Countries 


LON DON (AP) — Women in 
at least five countries are re­ 
ported to have become preg­ 
nant after taking a fertility 
drug used by two women who 
gave birth to quintuplets this 
week. Multiple births appear 
likely in a number of the cases. 
Four of the five quintuplets 
born Thursday to a Swedish 
woman died within a few hours. 
The survivor was a girl. The 
Swedish quints were 11 weeks 
prem ature 
and 
weighed 
be­ 
tween 2 pounds and 2 pounds 10 
ounces. The mother’s identity 
has not been announced. 
The boy and four girls born 
three days ago to Mrs. Samuel 
Lawson in Auckland, New Zea­ 
land, were reported “ just fine” 
today. They were seven weeks 


prem ature 
and 
weighed 
be­ 
tween 3 pounds 3 ounces and 4 
pounds 3 ounces. 
Both women had been given a 
pituitary hormone extract de­ 
veloped in Sweden and known in 
some countries as Gonadotro­ 
phin, Injected into the blood­ 
stream , it aids some infertile 
women who normally are un­ 
able to produce an egg cell. 
Several New Zealand women 
are pregnant after taking the 
treatm ent. Some have been told 
they may have more than one 
baby. But their doctors at Na­ 
tional Women’s Hospital do not 
expect more than triplets. 
The hormone treatm ent also 
is being given to women in the 
United States, Britain and Aus­ 
tralia. 


An infertility clinic in New 
York reported that 15 of the 21 
women treated have conceived, 
7 had given birth so far, and 4 
had multiple births. One, M rs. 
Martin Brecker of New York, 
had quadruplets. 


A sim ilar ratio of multiple 
births 
was 
reported by the 
Swedish doctor who developed 
the treatm ent, Prof. Carl-Axel 
Gemzell, 54, of Uppsala Univer­ 
sity. He said 50 of 100 women he 
treated became pregnant and 25 
gave birth to twins or triplets. 
A 
Melbourne, 
Australia, 
doctor reported that he has been 
using the drug since April 1963. 
He said seven previously child­ 
less wives had conceived and 
two had twins.

MARSTON — Voter approval 
of installation of natural gas 
services for this city seems 
certain in a special election to 
be held Aug. 17. 
The board of aldermen have 
passed an ordinance to grant a 
franchise 
to 
the Associated 
Natural Gas Company to con­ 
struct, maintain, and operate 
a natural gas distribution sys­ 
tem in Marston. 
TTie 
ordi­ 
nance will be binding, pending 
a favorable vote in the elec­ 
tion. 
Marston would receive mone­ 
tary benefits if the franchise is 
approved. Under term s of the 
ordinance, 
the 
gas company 
would pay the city $100 per year 
for each year of the 20-year 
franchise beginning Sept. 1. 
In 
addition,

company 
would pay to the city one per 
cent of its' gross revenues re­ 
ceived from sale of gas to do­ 
mestic and commercial cus­ 
tom ers within the city limits 
for five years. After the ini­ 
tial five years lapse, the city 
would receive two per cent of 
the gross revenues until the end 
of the franchise. 
After the gas company and 
the city procure all necessary 
perm its from state and federal 
regulatory agencies, the com­ 
pany would have 12 months to 
complete 
construction of the 
distribution system and to be­ 
gin service.

WASHINGTON AP -- Certain 
selected units of the National 
Guard 
and 
Reserve 
will be 
brought to peak readiness in the 
months ahead, officials said to­ 
day. 
This was evidence that a call- 
up of Reserve forces remains a 
strong possibility for the future, 
even if President Johnson has 
decided against such a course 
for the present. 
In effect, the Pentagon will be 
creating a super-ready Reserve 
that will have the highest priori­ 
ty. 
Units so tapped likely will be 
given additional weekend train­ 
ing, will get new clothing sup­ 
plies, new spare parts for their 
equipment and 
possibly addi­ 
tional gear from stockpiles and 
lower priority units. 
They would be the first to go 
into federal service and, offi­ 
cials hope, would be in the best 
possible shape to meet their 
deployment objectives —eight 
to twelve weeks after muster in 
the case of priority Army guard 
and Army reserve units. 
It was indicated that two of 
three first-line National Guard 
infantry divisions may be cho­ 
sen for the special treatment. 
There are four such divisions 
— the 26th of Massachusetts, 
the 28th of Pennsylvania, the 
42nd of New York and the 30th 
of North Carolina. 
Some of the eight priority in­ 
fantry brigades in the 
Army 
guard and reserve also may be 
selected to undergo Increased 
readiness preparations. 
These eight are the 157th of 
Pennsylvania, the 187thofMas- 
sachusetts, the 191st of Mon­ 
tana and the 209th of Minneso­ 
ta, 
all in the Reserve; 
the 
29th of Hawaii, the 69th of Kan­ 
sas, the 92nd of Puerto Rico 
and the 258th of Arizona, Vir­ 
ginia and Missouri, all in the 
guard. 


Certain lesser 
supporting 
units also may be Included. 
Elements of the Air National 
Guard and the Air Reserve may 
be given additional attention to 
sharpen their readiness. 
It is known that officials of 
the National Guard 
Bureau 
have proposed 
keeping 
Air 
Guard squadrons out of federal 
service until the llth hour an

The Ozarks today are a far 
cry from the mountain area a 
group of civic club members 
saw in 1919 when they promoted 
a motorcade from Joplin, Mo., 
to Eureka Springs, Ark. 
Out of that autumn trip over 
devious, winding andlargely un­ 
marked roads grew the Ozarks 
Playground Association—an or­ 
ganization largely credited for 
growth 
of the mountain ter­ 
ritory into a vast recreation 
area now attracting more than 


one billion dollars in tourist 
business each year. 
Travelers over the 94.4 mile 
trip 
from 
Joplin to 
Eureka 
Springs were advised to take 
along dusters and spare tires. A 
service truck brought up the 
rear to care for autos that 
missed bad turns or failed to 
slow down enough for bumps. 


The club members saw a 
beautiful wilderness and de­ 
cided to form a 13-county Mis­ 


souri-Arkansas group to stir up 
interest in the scenic area. In * 
November, 1919, the Ozarks 
Playground 
Association 
was 
formed. 


Only one lake, Taneycomo, 
was included in the original 
area. The resort and scenic 
communities of Eureka Springs, 
Harrison, Fayetteville, Rogers, 
Springdale, 
Monte Ne, Bella 
Vista and Sulphur Springs in 
Arkansas and Roaring River,

Two School Districts to 
Await County Action 


Tlie Scott Central R-5 and 
Sikeston R-6 school boards and 
superintendents 
unofficially 
agreed last night to wait for the 
Scott count) school Ixxirdto sub­ 
mit a school reorganization plan 
before urging that the two dis­ 
tric ts m erge. 
The boards met in the Sikes­ 
ton adm inistrative office for 
two hours of discussion. 
This wait on the reorganiza­ 
tion plan probably means that 
instead of just the people in 
the 
R-5 
district 
deciding 
whether or not to m erge with 
SiKeston, there would b e a coun­ 
ty wide election in October or 
November. 
The county board is waiting 
for a reorganization plan to be 
submitted to it by a com mit­ 
tee by Aug. 5. The plan is be­ 
ing drawn up by a seven-mem­ 
ber com m ittee. 
Each school 
district in the county has a rep­ 
resentative on it. 
If the county board accepts 
the com m ittee’s plan for re ­ 
districting it will in turn sub­ 
mit the plan to the state by 
Septem ber. 
lf the state accepts the pro­ 
gram 
a 
countywide election 
would be held within 60 days. 
lf the election should fail to 
reorganize the districts in the 
county it will be one year be­ 
fore another plan can be voted 
on. 
If Scott Central had agreed 
to annex with Sikeston and the 
election had failed, it would 
have taken two years before 
another 
annexation 
election 
could be held. 
According to Lynn Twitty, 
chairm an of the redistricting 
com m ittee 
appointed 
by the 
county board and superintendent 
of Sikeston schools, the plan as 
it now stands will divide the 
county 
into north and south 
school d istricts. 
Tile southern district as pro­ 
posed would be made up of the 
merged R-5 and R-6 
school 
d istricts. 
The rest of the d istricts in 
the 
county, 
R -l, Hlmo-Scott 
City; R-2, Chaffee; R-3 Oran; 
R-4, Benton; and C-7, Kelso, 
as proposed would form a nor­ 
thern district in the county. 
The plans at this tim e have 
not progressed far enough to 
determ ine the proposed loca­ 
tion of the schools. 
County board m em bers say 
that 
the 
northern

would have to build a new high 
school. 
The cost of the proposed new 
high 
school 
in the northern 
district is expected to be about 
$1 million. 
Plans are that the southern 
school district would have its 
high school in Sikeston. 
Tlie proposed location of any 
of the junior high and grade 
schools in the southern district 
has not been determ ined. 
Supt. Twitty said: 
Possibly 
we can have a junior high school 
in the Scott Central Building, 
but we won't know until this 
thing is studied further. That 
will be a problem of the new 


school board. 
“ In spite of our, (.R-6), high 
$4 tax levy we a re spending 
each year $114 le ss on each 
child than the national av er­ 
age. 
“ If we a re merged together 
it would mean that the people 
in the R-5 district would re ­ 
ceive a raise in their tax rate 
and the people of the R-6 dis­ 
trict would receive a decrease, 
although the changes won't be 
m uch."

Twitty said that because of 
the size of the R-6 schools they 
could have more to offer the 
students:

“ When and if we merge there 
will be advantages to both school 
d istricts. It will allow us to 
get more education to the stu­ 
dents per dollar." 
Superintendent of R-5 schools 
Roy Ragain said: 
“ The need for our districts 
coming together is very appar­ 
ent. A good example is that in 
our school we offer 36 units to 
the students. The 
vocational 
program in the R-6 school alone 
has 30 units. 
“ We have a good small high 
school, but we just can't offer 
our students enough education. 
Consequently 
they a re enter­ 
ing life and college on a poor 
foundation. 
“ I have seen the vocation 
program here at Sikeston and 
it is wonderful. 
“ I personally feel that the 
people in my district, although 
they would have to pay higher 
taxes, would consent to the 
districts being made into one.

and Army reserve units. 
It was indicated that two

Elements of the Air National 
Guard and the Air Reserve may 
be given additional attention to 
sharpen their readiness.

Most priority units are very 
close to the manpower ceilings 
which represent 80 per cent of 
their mobilization strength. 
The additional 20 per

area now attracting more than 


one billion dollars in tourist 
business each year.

Monte Ne, Bella 
Vista and Sulphur Springs in 
A rkansas and Roaring River, 


C assville, Branson, Rockaway, 
H ollister, Neosho and Sarcoxie 
in M issouri made up the rest of 
the area. 


Today the Ozarks playground 
is made up of thousands of 
scenic square miles of land, 
eight major man-made lakes, 
over 203,000 acres of water and 
some 3,116 m iles of shoreline in 
the mountain areas of Arkansas 
and M issouri. 
Tlie two states reported in 


1964 a combined tourist dollar 
income of more than $1 billion. 
The association estim ates that 
some $165 million to $175 mil- 
lion of that was spent in the 
Ozarks. 


The small group formed near­ 
ly 46 y e a r s ago is now supported 
by m ore than 1,000 business- 
men-mernbers who contribute 
tim e and money to promote the 
area.

Association’s prim ary 


work is in getting word to the 
nation that the Ozarks are a 
top-rate recreation area. 
Highly successful in this en­ 
deavor, 
the 
association has 
turned lately to promoting the 
Ozarks as an ideal place for re­ 
tirem ent. 


The organization publishes a 
54-page, color-filled brochure 
outlining 
attractions 
of 
the 
parks, lakes, resort and retire­ 
ment 
com m unities. The bro­ 


chure gives a complete list of 
events in the area each year.

August is almost here and at mid-month Mis­ 
sourians will go to the polls to vote on three 
proposed constitutional amendments. 
The first amendment on governorship succes­ 
sion should be approved overwhelmingly. 
Since 1821 governors of Missouri have been 
limited to one term. They cannot succeed 
themselves. Few states have this rule, which is 
as unrealistic and unfair to the people as to gov­ 
ernors of ability. Other high offices are not lim­ 
ited to single terms either in federal or state 
government. 
Many of Missouri's best governors would have 
given the state better and more effective lead­ 
ership in a second term if they had been given 
the opportunity. This is only incidentally the loss 
of the governors. The major damage has been 
to the state, which has suffered from too fre­ 
quent change of leadership and to the people, who 
haven't been as well governed as they other­ 
wise would have been. 
Anyone who follows state government knows that 
during the first term, a governor is busy putting 
his house in order. He learns how to work ef­ 
fectively with his political organization. He dis­ 
covers how to be persuasive in the always deli­ 
cate relationship of a governor with the legisla­ 
ture. This is not an easy skill to master. 
By the time he learns the ropes and acquires 
skill in handling them, his term is drawing to 
a close and his effectiveness is destroyed be­ 
cause he is a lame duck, who soon must leave of­ 
fice. 
The system isn't fair to anyone. 
There no longer is any need for it. 
The one-term precaution was taken because 
many of the authors of the century-old Missouri 
constitution were legislators who feared misuse 
of the governor's power if not a dictatorship. 
Times and conditions have changed since. There 
is some doubt now whether governors are as pow­ 
erful and effective as they should be to serve the 
best interest of the state. 
They can be most ineffective if the legislature 
decides for any reason not to follow their leader­ 
ship. A governor can only advocate. He cannot 
legislate. 
There is no more danger of dictatorship by a 
governor in two terms than in one. The only 
way to curb the executive powers is to deny 
them to him. As far as patronage is concerned, 
80 per cent of state employes serve under the 
merit system. They are beyond the reach of any 
political spoils system and dictatorship in the

any more than they were in Sikeston Tuesday in 
voting on more than a million dollars worth 
of water and sewage improvements, no one will 
know for sure what is the public's will in August. 
There will be no mandate. No one can say 
whether the people really approved or dis­ 
approved. A heroic effort must be made to get 
them out on Aug. 17. A favorable vote on the first 
amendment proposal will assure Missouri better 
leadership. 
The change, which would limit governors to two 
consecutive terms, does not rob voters of dis­ 
cretion. They can turn any governor out after 
one term of four years if they dislike his record. 
Only those governors of promise and competence 
need be re-elected.

This is the 135th anniversary of the year — 
1830 — that Joseph Smith and 
several as so-’ 
elates incorporated in New York state the 
Church of the Latver Day Saints. Smith had 
announced, several years before, that by visi­ 
tations he had been led to uncover and 
to 
translate the Book of Mormon. 
Mormon was explained as a prophet of a Jewish 
group which had been led to North America 
by Divine guidance around 600 B. C„ and had 
been redeemed into Christianity. 
One branch 
had developed and prospered. The other branch, 
which had degenerated, accounted for the Amer­ 
ican Indians. The new religion which Smith 
founded was called an advance on accepted Chris­ 
tian creeds rather than a substitute for them. 
This is some of the background for the special 
efforts put into the 28th annual presentation of 
the Mormon Hill Cumorah Pageant which 
is 
being presented from Tuesday, July 27 through 
Saturday, July 31 near Palmyra, N. Y. 
Hill 
Cumorah is identified as the spot where Joseph 
Smith received the sacred scripture of the 
Western Hemisphere. 
The spectacle has been described by the N.Y. 
Times as the “ most elaborate religious pageant 
in the world." More than 100,000 spectators 
witnessed the outdoor production in four per­ 
formances two years ago. This year's re­ 
designed, greatly more elaborate presenta­ 
tion will have a cast of approximately 400 
performers who will reenact significant events 
from Biblical and Book of Mormon eras. Thirty- 
five supervisory and technical assistants will 
participate. Of these, 165 come from colleges 
in Utah, 120 will be Mormon missionaries from 
the Cumorah Mission near Rochester, and 
150 will be members of congregations in the 
eastern United States. 
The pageant and its reception are measures of 
the growth of the Church of the Latter Day 
Saints. After numerous squabbles over poly­ 
gamy, Congress in 1887 actually disincor­ 


porated the church and seized much of its 
property. But in 1890 the church bowed to the 
U. S. Supreme Court ruling that laws against 
polygamy were constitutional and officially aban­ 
doned plural marriages. Antagonism to the 
Mormons slowly died out. Now the church is 
thriving and not without political influence.

WHY NOT GOVERNMENT? 
A graduating senior asked this 
question in a recent panel dis­ 
cussion: 
“ What's wrong with 
relying on government for our 
economic welfare?" 
This is a good question and 
one that deserves a straight­ 
forward answer. 
The proven 
superiority 
of free 
market 
systems 
as 
shown by their 
higher standards of living can 
serve as one obvious answer. 
But this is just “ proof of the 
pudding" ; the real reason is 
philosophical: 
If there is one desire common 
to man, it is probably the wish 
to enjoy a greater share of 
what is produced. 
Each of us 
would like to receive more 
wealth in return for the goods 
and services that we offer for 
sale. This desire is God-given 
and, on the whole, it produces 
beneficial results. 
But, there 
are two ways of fulfilling it: 
by voluntary persuasion, or by 
force. 
If we seek to fulfill this de­ 
sire 
through 
voluntary per­ 
suasion, 
we 
must convince 
others to give up their owner­ 
ship of what we want for some­ 
thing we value less highly. This 
can be done dishonestly through 
deception and cheating, or it 
can be done honestly through the 
give -and-take process of open 
negotiation of terms and prices. 
Since there are legal and moral 
penalties for cheating and de­ 
ception, 
the 
voluntary per­ 
suasion process relies on the 
open negotiation method. 
It is this inter-play of free 
individuals that produces what 
we know as the free market. 
And, if everyone plays the free 
market game according to the 
rule book, everyone benefits 
because no one will agree to 
an exchange unless he feels 
it to be to his own advantage. 
If, on the other hand, we seek 
to fulfill our desire for a greater 
share of wealth through force, 
two avenues of approach are 
open to us; 
first, we can 
personally 
rob or threaten 
others in order to force an 
exchange. 
But, since there 
are laws against such actions, 
we are left with a second avenue 
of approach. 
This approach, 
while immoral, 
has become 
legal. 
We simply empower 
government to force certain 
other individuals to givo up 
ownership of their property on 
our terms. 
This second approach is the 
one we resort to when we pass 
laws to accomplish what we 
can't achieve through voluntary 
persuasion. 
In other words, 
we say, “ If you won't barter 
with us on our terms, we’ll 
enact a law that will force 
you. 
We have the power to 
force our will upon you through 
government because we out­ 
number you." 
And now comes the reason 
why each of us should refrain 
from using political power to 
increase our economic wealth 
at the expense of others, even 
if the opportunity should pre­ 
sent itself: 
Such efforts are 
certain to be short-lived and 
self-defeating. 
While the coercive power of 
government can be used to force 
a transfer of wealth from some 
persons to others, government 
power is fickle when it is used 
to gain special privilege. 
It 
is always sold to the highest 
political bidder. And it is this 
political bidding process that 
increases the power of men in 
government 
and 
leads 
to 
the growth of a totalitarian 
state. 
The state grows in 
power by selling its allegiance 
to the highest bidder until it 
eventually 
overpowers 
and 
subjects the competing special 
interest 
groups that feed it. 
Thus, there is both a moral 
and a practical reason why we 
should avoid looking to and 
relying on government for our 
economic welfare. Such avoid-“ 
ance may at times call for a 
real display of courage and 
wisdom, but it is man's only 
long-term assurance that his 


government will remain an im­ 
partial servant instead of be­ 
coming a fearful master.

ME OR WE? 
The old organ had to be pumped 
by hand. One Sunday after the 
service the boy who did the 
pumping said to the organist. 
“ We played well today, didn't 
we?" 
“ Where do you get that *we* 
stuff?" snorted the organist.

Sunday 
the 
organist sat down to play, ad­ 
justed the stops and pressed the 
keys, but no sound came out. 
As the organist sat there be­ 
wildered and helpless, a voice 
came from behind the curtain; 
“ Is it *we’ or *me'?" When 
the organist furnished the magic 
word, “we," the music began. 
“ We" 
is a magic 
word. 
Whether we want music out of 
the old pump organ or music 
out of this old world, that's 
the word to use. And at this 
stage of the world's condition, 
it is more than a magic word 
for music. It is a must word 
for mankind. Our old ways of 
selfishness and self-interest, 
whether on an individual scale 
or a collective scale, must be 
declared bankrupt. This is the 
ultimatum: 
co-operate 
or 
perish. Whatever our religion 
or race, country or class, the 
word to learn is “we," with 
a meaning that cuts across all 
artificial boundaries and in­ 
cludes every man and all man­ 
kind. 
We should say “we" because 
we were made for co-opera­ 
tion. Writing to the Corinthians, 
Paul said that men must act 
together as members of one 
body. The foot, the hand, the 
ear, the eye or any other part 
of the body cannot declare its 
independence. Each organ and 
limbs fulfills its functions by 
working together. Alone, or in 
rebellion against each other, 
they would be witless and worth­ 
less. Said Paul, “ If one mem­ 
ber suffers, all suffer together” 
(RSV). 
The plea for community and 
unity in Paul's writings has 
special 
significance for the 
Christian. “ Members of the 
body of Christ" are in a union 
which transcends all distinc­ 
tions of race or caste or cul­ 
ture. Some would limit the idea 
of such unity to Christians, say­ 
ing that those 
“outside of 
Christ" have no basis for or 
claim to true oneness. That 
being so, it is high time for 
those of us who claim to be 
members of Christ's body to 
put into practice what we preach 
in theory. This would be a bet­ 
ter world, and 
Christianity 
would have a much more valid 
witness, 
if Christians were 
really “one in Christ." 
We should say “ we" because 
it is an adult expression. Writ­ 
ing earlier 
in this 
same 
Corinthian 
letter, Paul ad­ 
dresses his readers as “babes 
in Christ." Hie reason he gives 
for calling them babes is that 
“ one says, 'I belong to Paul*, 
and another, 
‘I belong 
to 
Apollos' " (RSV). It would ap­ 
pear, therefore, that emphasiz­ 
ing our allegiance to a par­ 
ticular teacher, or the teacher's 
doctrine, is a sign of 
im­ 
maturity. If we center our faith 
in anything or anyone less than 
Christ, we are not adult Chris­ 
tians. When we center in Christ, 
our denominational 
loyalties 
will be secondary. And when we— 
center in Christ, we will link 
arms with all others who ac­ 
knowledge Him as Savior.

AP — Backyard 
tobacco growers are growing 
like weeds In Britain. 
There are no official figures 
on the number of householders 
raising tobacco for their own 
smokes, but a big cigarette 
manufacturer estimated it as 
over 100,000. 
A large seed company said 
that its sale of tobacco seed had 
increased by 75 per cent this 
year over last year. 
What's the attraction of home­ 
grown tobacco? 
The answer must be to get 
around the high price of com­ 
mercial cigarettes and pipe to­ 
bacco. 
The government this spring 
hiked taxes so a pack of ordi­ 
nary cigarettes retails at 78 
cents. 
In Britain, tobacco is about as 
easy to grow as tomatoes. Cur­ 
ing it for smoking is another 
matter. 
With so many householders 
growing tobacco in their back 
yards and 
gardens, tobacco- 
curers have sprouted. There 
are many, but none operating on 
a large scale. The law sees to 


that. 
The 
amateur tobacco-curer 
may cure a maximum of 25 
pounds for each grower every 12 
months. The grower and the 
curer usually use parcel post 
to get it there and back. 


The grower can buy the seed, 
mail it, have it cured and de­ 
livered back in his house for 
about 14 cents an ounce. On the 
commercial market, one ounce 
of smoking tobacco retails for 
a little over $1. 
The Rev. Hugh Cuthbertson, 
an Anglican vicar, started cur­ 
ing tobacco as a hobby in 1948. 
He operates a nonprofit busi­ 
ness at nearby Dunmow, County 
Essex. 


After paying an entrance fee 
of $2.10, members can have up 
to 25 pounds of their own to­ 
bacco cured--dried and pre­ 
pared--for about 6 cents an 
ounce. 
The vicar, 65, once ran out of 
homegrown tobacco and had to 
buy commercial tobacco. 
“ I couldn't bear it," he said. 
“ It affected my throat, caused 
me to use too many matches 
and made my pipe filthy."

PLANT LIFE ESSENTIALS 
DISCOVERED ON MARS 
Water 
vapor 
and 
carbon 
dioxide — the two absolute 
essentials for plant life — do 
exist on Mars, the Catholic 
Digest has learned. A balloon- 
borne telescope, Stratoscope n, 
gave man his first fairly un­ 
restricted view of the 
red 
planet last March and con­ 
firmed what astronomers have 
suspected for centuries. 
The canals on Mars have also 
been charted. They were first 
described in 1877 by Giovanni 
V. Schiaparelli, who called the 
strange cobwebs canali. 
(In 
Italian this means channels, but 
an eager world translated it as 
canals). 
The canals, scientists specu­ 
late, must be ten to 20 miles 
wide, or they could not be seen 
at all. No surface water is 
apparent for they m irror no 
sunlight. They follow a great 
circular course, as if they had 
been plotted by an engineer. 
From color and texture, they 
may be strips of plant life. 
On August 25, 1971, Mars and 
earth will be separated by only 
35 million miles. On that day, 
if we're lucky and work hard, 
the mystery of life in outer 
space may be solved. 


When you purchase a

camera, projector, flash unit, 
or other item of photographic 
equipment, be sure to do two 
things: 1. Read the instruction 
booklet over carefully and com­ 
pletely; 2. Immediately fill in 
and mail the warranty card to 
the manufacturer.

No. 2 is an intelligence warn­ 
ing that the Red Chinese rul­ 
ers are preparing their people 
for the possibility of war with 
the United States. This prepara­ 
tion has gone beyond the mere 
propaganda stage, and it looks 
as if a grim decision has been 
made to resist any further UJ5. 
escalation of the Viet Nam war. 
The 
Russians are building 
five SAM sites around Hanoi, 
three around Haiphong. These 
will have the range to shoot 
down planes 60,000 feet above 
the earth and 35 miles away. 
The first emplacement was 
completed a few days ago and 
already has blasted one of our 
jet bombers. This brought new 
pressure on the President to put 
the SAM sites out of action be­ 
fore they could further harass 
our planes over North Viet Nam. 
He put off a decision as long 
as the sites were inactive, hav­ 
ing been assured that the Air 
Force could knock them out any­ 
time. ft is no secret that the 
sites are vulnerable to low-lev­ 
el bombing attacks, and the de­ 
cision was made earlier this 
week to knock them out. 
—CUBAN SAM GUNS— 
When Khrushchev was in pow­ 
er, the United States and Rus­ 
sia faced a somewhat similar 
problem in regard to Cuba. 
At that time, May 1964, Russia 
had pulled its troops out of 
Cuba, including the Russians 
manning the SAM weapons. All 
during the period from the Cu­ 
ban missile crisis in October 
1962 to May 1964, the Russians 
had been careful not to shoot at 
U-2 observation planes flying 
over Cuba. 
When 
I 
talked 
w i t h 
Khrushchev in Cairo in May 
'64, he asked that I take a mes-

sage to President Johnson urg­ 
ing him to use spy satellites, 
not planes, to take pictures of 
Cuban bases; because, he said, 
he couldn't guarantee that Cas­ 
tro's men wouldn't take pot 
shots at U.S. planes. 
Khrushchev pointed out that 
the United States had been tak­ 
ing pictures of Russian mis­ 
sile bases for some time and 
“ we have been taking pictures 
of your bases. I would be glad 
to sit down with President John­ 
son and exchange photos to see 
which are the best. 
“ But tell him," 
concluded 
Khrushchev, “ not to fly over 
Cuba, bde^use we don't want 
your planes shot down. You 
would 
then 
retaliate against 
Cuba, and as an ally of Cuba 
we would have to come to 
Cuba's defense." 
There has been no trouble 
since then over Cuba. Of course 
that situation is not comparable 
to North Viet Nam where we 
are engaged in active war. 
Furthermore, the new regime 
in the Kremlin is not as friend­ 
ly to the USA as was Khrushch­ 
ev's regime. However, in the 
eyes of the world we had more 
of an excuse to fly over Cuba, 
only 90 miles away, than over 
Viet Nam, about 9,000 miles 
away.

non-communist approaches to 
business and industry.

The system partly frees local 
plant managers from the old 
production target system that 
often produced more tractors 
than were needed but too few 
tires for the tractors. 
The managers are being given 
considerable autonomy in the 
fields of investment, procure­ 
ment, wages and the kinds of 
products they sell. The plant 
manager will try to make a 
profit. 
The workers' pay will be par­ 
tially based on the enterprise's 
profits.

Demonstrations have become 
the 
accepted and 
approved 
means of securing the fulfill­ 
ment of desires and demands. 
Demonstrations are an experi­ 
ment in a new type of govern­ 
ment of and by the minority 
of the people. If government 
by demonstration proves more 
adequate, legislation, 
courts 
and the enforcement of law and 
decision should be dispensed 
with and substituted by the di­ 
rect evidence of the will of the 
dissatisfied. 
Town meetings in the early 
settlements of America were 
forms of orderly debate and 
resulted in the formation of 
needed decisions of power. 
Later mass meetings were 
held in place of “ town meet­ 
ings" and only reflected the 
will of the dissatisfied or at 
their best the whims of crusa­ 
ders and self-styled reformers. 
Conventions were more or­ 
derly, but in the convention hall 
passion often runs wild. 
Voting in primaries and elec­ 
tions gives the expression of the 
will of the majority without 
any protection for minorities 
which they will sometime badly 
need. 
Anti-communists may be much 
concerned about the future of.

Friends of U. S. in Tiny Na­ 
tion Carry Guns To Fight off 
Mao's 
Bomb - Throwers and 
Arsonists 
Georgetown, British Guiana: 
-- Here it is high noon all day 
. long — even at midnight. Main 
Street in the broiling sun is 
lazily normal but anti-Commu- 
nists never know who stalks 
them around corners. 
No one forgets the plastic 
bombs and latter day do-it- 
yourself 
Molotov 
cocktails. 
They 
go off regularly. Some­ 
times every day. They are the 
blasting burning evidence that 
Mao has pushed his guerrilla 
warfare to this stepping stone, 
northeastern tip of South Amer­ 
ica. 
Only the bombing of the U. S. 
Consultate and U. S. Information 
Service reading room gets to 
the outside world. 
Here the 
Americans shrug their should­ 
ers and talk of a new job classi­ 
fication in the foreign service: 
“ Combat Librarian." 
But the outside world does not 
hear of the Mao-ist Communist 
bombings of the telephone ex­ 
change, or of the irrigation 
viaducts or of the drainage sys­ 
tems which run from the dykes 
that protect this below sea level 
area from the ocean. 
Nor does the free world hear 
of its gun-carrying champion 
-- slim, fortyish Richard Ish- 
mael, truly valiant leader of 
British Guiana's front line union 
of agricultural and electrical 
workers known as the Man­ 
power Citizens' Association. 
(MPCA). 
It is this union, which has half 
the organized workers in this 
land as big as Britain, which the 
local pro-Peiping Communists 
want to capture or smash. But 
wiry, little Dick Ishmael, of 
East Indian parentage, 
walks 
tall in the powerful sun with 
an inner strength and courage 
that match it. 
Not too long ago the Commu­ 
nists shot up his car. But they 
missed him. This agile man 
did two things swiftly: He tele­ 
phoned a 
powerful Commu­ 
nist leader here and told him 
he'd 
kill him the next time 
anyone threw a gun his way. 
And he began packing a .38 
revolver. 
On formal occasions, such as 
greeting friends from over­ 
seas, Dick Ishmael replaces the 
.38 with a smaller derringer - 
like model, puts lt in a black 
case on his belt and hovers over 


his visiting friends to make 
certain no one shoots their way. 
Furthermore, 
Ishmael has 
trained someone close to him 
to shoot from the hip — just 
in case the Communists don't 
miss the next time. The “ other 
person" has pledged to kill the 
Communist chief if anything 
should happen to Ishmael. 
It is like that here, though 
Viet Nam draws all the world 
headlines. 
Dick Ishmael is a 
gentle man, a realist and would 
not arm himself unless he and 
the freedom in which he believes 
were under assault. To help his 
countrymen 
he 
is both high 
school principal and labor lead­ 
er. 
As an educator Richard Ish­ 
mael heads the Indian Educa­ 
tion Trust which runs a “ pub­ 
lic" institution for some 700 
youngsters. The word “ Indian" 
is a misnomer. It is open to all. 
As a labor leader Ishmael has 
led the Man-Power Citizens' 
Association's 
physical 
and 
ideological fight with the well- 
financed 
Communist 
forces 
seeking to capture the agricul­ 
tural 
and industrial power 
structures of this land. The 
MPCA has been right in the 
storm center of a running bat­ 
tle costing over 200 lives. 
But that is not all that has 
made Ishmael the Communists' 
Public 
Enemy 
Number One. 
Twice he served two - year 
terms as head of the British 
Guiana Trades Union Council, 
the national labor movement of 
this land. So he cannot succeed 
himself. But the working people 
here wanted him up front. So 
they named him “ Advisor," 
the only such title in the labor 
roster of the world. 
There 
are 
other men who 
stride alongside Ishmael. They 
are 
the unreported heroes 
of this front in a land soon to 
become independent, a 
land 
therefore which will have a 
weak inner police force and 
militia. Yet it will be a land 
which will have a voice in world 
affairs and a vote in the UN. 
The Mao-ist Communists know 
this country of 600,000 Negroes, 
East 
Indians, Chinese, white 
Portuguese and South American 
Indians could be the stepping 
stone to the Latin interior. The 
Communists 
know that they 
could capture it if they capture 
the labor movement. 
So do Richard Ishmael and the 
men who stand with him. That's 
why they arm themselves.

August is almost here and at mid-month Mis­ 
sourians will go to the polls to vote on three 
proposed constitutional amendments. 
The first amendment on governorship succes­ 
sion should be approved overwhelmingly. 
Since 1821 governors of Missouri have been 
limited to one term. They cannot succeed 
themselves. Few states have this rule, which is 
as unrealistic and unfair to the people as to gov­ 
ernors of ability. Other high offices are not lim­ 
ited to single term s either in federal or state 
government. 
Many of Missouri’s best governors would have 
given the state better and more effective lead­ 
ership in a second term if they had been given 
the opportunity. This is only incidentally the loss 
of the governors. The major damage has been 
to the state, which has suffered from too fre­ 
quent change of leadership and to the people, who 
haven’t been as well governed as they other­ 
wise would have been. 
Anyone who follows state government knows that 
during the first term, a governor is busy putting 
his house in order. He learns how to work ef­ 
fectively with his political organization. Redis­ 
covers how to be persuasive in the allay s deli­ 
cate relationship of a governor with the legisla­ 
ture. This is not an easy skill to master. 
By the time he learns the ropes and acquires 
skill in handling them, his term is drawing to 
a close and his effectiveness is destroyed be­ 
cause he is a lame duck, who soon must leave of­ 
fice. 
The system isn’t fair to anyone. 
There no longer is any need for it. 
The one-term precaution w'as taken because 
many of the authors of the century-old Missouri 
constitution were legislators who feared misuse 
of the governor’s power if not a dictatorship. 
Times and conditions have changed since. There 
is some doubt now whether governors are as pow­ 
erful and effective as they should be to serve the 
best interest of the state. 
They can be most ineffective if the legislature 
decides for any reason not to follow their leader­ 
ship. A governor can only advocate. He cannot 
legislate. 
There is no more danger of dictatorship by a 
governor in two terms than in one. The only 
way to curb the executive powers is to deny 
them to him. As far as patronage is concerned, 
80 per cent of state employes serve under the 
merit system. They are beyond the reach of any 
political spoils system and dictatorship in the 
, go vejjgwfi. Office.___ 
I lf Jft& p&ople* CJT*M issouri cannot be awakened 
any more than they were in Sikeston Tuesday in 
voting on more than a million dollars worth 
of water and sewage improvements, no one will 
know for sure what is the public’s w ill in August. 
There will be no mandate. No one can say 
whether the people really approved or dis­ 
approved. A heroic effort must be made to get 
them out on Aug. 17. A favorable vote on the first 
amendment proposal will assure Missouri better 
leadership.

MORMAN SPECTACLE* * 
This is the 135th anniversary of the year — 
1830 — that Joseph Smith and 
several asso-1 
elates incorporated in New York state the 
Church of the Latver Day Saints. Smith had 
announced, several years before, that by visi­ 
tations he had been led to uncover and 
to 
translate the Book of Mormon. 
Mormon was explained as a prophet of a Jewish 
group which had been led to North America 
by Divine guidance around 600 B. C„ and had 
been redeemed into Christianity. 
One branch 
had developed and prospered. The other branch, 
which had degenerated, accounted for the Amer­ 
ican Indians. The new religion which Smith 
founded was called an advance on accepted Chris­ 
tian creeds rather than a substitute for them. 
This is some of the background for the special 
efforts put into the 28th annual presentation of 
the Mormon Hill Cumorah Pageant which 
is 
being presented from Tuesday, July 27 through 
Saturday, July 31 near Palmyra, N. Y. 
Hill 
Cumorah is identified as the spot where Joseph 
Smith received the sacred scripture of the 
Western Hemisphere. 
The spectacle has been described by the N.Y. 
Tim es as the “ most elaborate religious pageant 
in the world.” More than 100,000 spectators 
witnessed the outdoor production in four per­ 
formances two years ago. This year’s re­ 
designed, greatly more elaborate presenta­ 
tion will have a cast of approximately 400 
performers who will reenact significant events 
from Biblical and Book of Mormon eras. Thirty- 
five supervisory and technical assistants will 
participate. Of these, 165 come from colleges 
in Utah, 120 will be Mormon missionaries from 
the Cumorah Mission near Rochester, and 
150 will be members of congregations in the 
eastern United States. 
The pageant and its reception are measures of 
the growth of the Church of the Latter Day 
Saints. After numerous squabbles over poly­ 
gamy, Congress in 1887 actually disincor­ 


porated the church and seized much of its 
property. But in 1890 the church bowed to the 
U. S. Supreme Court ruling that laws against 
polygamy were constitutional and officially aban­ 
doned plural marriages. Antagonism to the 
Mormons slowly died out. Now the church is 
thriving and not without political influence.

WHY NOT GOVERNMENT? 
A graduating senior asked this 
question In a recent panel d is ­ 
cussion: 
“ W hat's wrong with 
relying on governm ent for our 
econom ic w elfare?" 
T his is a good question and 
one that d eserv es a stra ig h t­ 
forw ard answ er. 
The proven 
su p e rio rity 
of 
free 
m arket 
sy stem s 
as 
shown 
by th e ir 
higher standards of living can 
se rv e as one obvious answ er. 
But this is just “ proof of the 
pudding" ; the real reaso n is 
philosophical: 
If th ere is one d esire com m on 
to m an, it is probably the wish 
to enjoy 
a g re a te r sh are of 
what is produced. 
Each of us 
would like 
to receive 
m ore 
w ealth in retu rn for the goods 
and se rv ic e s that we offer for 
sale . T his d esire is G od-given 
and, on the whole, it produces 
beneficial re su lts. 
But, th ere 
a re two ways of fulfilling it: 
by voluntary persuasion, o r by 
fo rce. 
If we seek to fulfill th is d e­ 
s ire 
through 
voluntary p e r ­ 
su asio n , 
we 
m ust 
convince 
o th e rs to give up th e ir o w n er­ 
ship of what we want for so m e ­ 
thing we value le ss highly. T his 
can be done dishonestly through 
deception and cheating, o r it 
can be done honestly through the 
give -and-take p ro cess of open 
negotiation of term s and p ric e s. 
Since th ere a re legal and m oral 
p enalties fo r cheating and d e ­ 
ception, 
the 
voluntary 
p e r ­ 
suasion p ro cess re lie s on the 
open negotiation method. 
It is th is in te r-play of free 
individuals that produces what 
we know a s the free m arket. 
And, if everyone plays the fre e 
m arket gam e according to the 
ru le book, everyone benefits 
because no one will ag ree to 
an exchange unless he feels 
it to be to his own advantage. 
If, on the other hand, we seek 
to fulfill o u r desire for a g re a te r 
sh a re of w ealth through fo rce, 
two avenues of approach a re 
open to u s; 
first, 
we can 
p erso n ally 
rob 
o r 
th reaten 
o th e rs 
in o rd er to force an 
exchange. 
But, since th e re 
a re 
law s against such actions, 
we are left with a second avenue 
of approach. 
This approach, 
w hile 
im m oral, 
has becom e 
leg al. 
We 
sim ply em pow er 
governm ent 
to force 
certa in 
o th er individuals to give up 
ow nership of th eir pro p erty on 
o u r te rm s. 
T his second approach is the 
one we re s o rt to when we p ass 
law s 
to 
accom plish what we 
c an 't achieve through voluntary 
p ersu asio n . 
In o th er w ords, 
we say, “ If you won't b a rte r 
with 
us on our te rm s, w e'll 
en act a law 
that will fo rce 
you. 
We have the pow er to 
fo rce our w ill upon you through 
governm ent 
because 
we o u t­ 
num ber yo u ." 
And 
now 
com es the reaso n 
why each of us should re fra in 
from using political pow er to 
in c rea se o u r econom ic w ealth 
at the expense of o th ers, even 
if the opportunity should p r e ­ 
sent itself: 
Such effo rts a re 
c e rta in to be sh o rt-liv ed and 
self-d efeatin g . 
W hile the coercive pow er of 
governm ent can be used to fo rce 
a tra n sfe r of wealth from som e 
p erso n s to o th ers, governm ent 
pow er is fickle when it is used 
to gain special privilege. 
It 
is alw ays sold to the highest 
p olitical bidder. 
And it is th is 
political bidding p ro cess that 
in c re a se s the power of m en in 
governm ent 
and 
leads 
to 
the 
growth 
of a to talitarian 
sta te . 
The 
state 
grow s 
in 
pow er by selling its allegiance 
to the highest bidder until it 
eventually 
overpow ers 
and 
su b jects the com peting special 
in te re st 
groups 
that feed it. 
T hus, th ere is both a m o ral 
and a p ractical reason why we 
should avoid looking to 
and 
relying on governm ent for o u r 
econom ic w elfare. Such a v o id -- 
an ce may at tim es call fo r a 
re a l 
display of courage and 
w isdom , but it is m an's only 
lo n g -term assu ran ce that h is 


governm ent will rem ain an im ­ 
p artial serv ant in stead of be­ 
coming a fearful m a ste r.

We should say " w e " because 
we w ere made fo r co -o p era­ 
tion. W riting to the C orinthians, 
Paul said that m en m ust act 
together as m em bers of one 
body. The foot, the hand, the 
e a r, the eye or any oth er p art 
of the body cannot d ecla re its 
independence. Each organ and 
lim bs fulfills its functions by 
w orking together. Alone, o r in 
rebellion 
against each other, 
they would be w itless and worth­ 
le s s . Said Paul, " If one m em ­ 
b e r suffers, all su ffer to g eth er" 
(RSV). 
The plea for com m unity and 
unity 
in 
P au l's w ritings has 
sp ecial 
significance for the 
C h ristian . 
"M em b ers 
of the 
body of C h rist" a re in a union 
which transcends all distinc­ 
tions of race o r c a ste o r cul­ 
tu re . Some would lim it the idea 
of such unity to C h ristian s, say­ 
ing that those 
"o u tsid e of 
C h ris t" have no b a sis for o r 
claim 
to tru e o n en ess. That 
being so, it is high tim e for 
those of us who claim to be 
m em bers of C h ris t's body to 
put into p ractice what we preach 
in theory. This would be a bet­

C hristian ity 
would have a much m o re valid 
w itness, 
if C h ristian s w ere 
really “ one in C h ris t."

have sprouted. T here 
a re m any, but none jr*?r.itiitg on 
a la rg e scale.

m ay 
cure a m axim um of 25 
pounds for each grow er every 12 
m onths. 
The grow er and the 
c u re r usually use p a rcel post 
to get it th ere and back. 


The grow er can buy the seed, 
m all it, have it cu red and d e­ 
liv ered back in h is house for 
about 14 cents an ounce. On the 
com m ercial m arket, one ounce 
of sm oking tobacco re ta ils for 
a little over $1. 
The Rev. Hugh C uthbertson, 
an Anglican vicar, sta rte d c u r­ 
ing tobacco as a hobby in 1948. 
He operates a nonprofit b u si­ 
n e ss at nearby Dunmow, County 
E ssex .

CONSTRUCTION MACHINERY 
INDUSTRY 
Sales 
of construction during 
the first half of 1965 have con­ 
tinued the sizable increases that 
have 
characterized the last 
three years. Domestic busi­ 
ness in particular has been 
stronger than expected and, as 
a result, dealer inventories are 
presently lower than desired 
and some shortages and ex­ 
tended deliveries have 
de­ 
veloped as the spring selling 
season has progressed. 
In­ 
creases in foreign sales have 
been of 
somewhat 
smaller 
magnitude than in the United 
States, partially as a result of 
the East coast dock strike. How­ 
ever, the British and U. S. 
balance 
of payments 
diffi­ 
culties 
and 
the measures 
adopted to reduce the sterling 
and 
dollar deficits are op­ 
erating to reduce the size of 
the gains that might otherwise 
have occurred. 
Highway construction require­ 
ments, 
the most 
important 
domestic market served by the 
industry, continue at a high 
level. Contract awards during 
the fourth quarter of 1964 were 
near record levels for any three 
month period, an unusual con­ 
centration of contracts for a 
winter quarter, but awards dur­ 
ing the first quarter of 1965 
declined, indicating a level of 
highway construction in the im­ 
mediate future not much great­ 
er than which has prevailed 
during the last year. Highway 
work in the eleven state Ap­ 
palachian region will 
be fa- 
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vorably Influenced by the Ap­ 
palachian Redevelopment Act 
of 1965, which was signed into 
law March 9, containing $840 
million in federal funds for the 
construction of an Appalachian 
Development Highway System of 
2,350 miles during the next five 
years. 
Consequently, 
while 
highway construction is slated 
to increase, the gains will be 
more moderate than they have 
been during recent years. 
Other large scale earthmoving 
projects are being initiated with 
regular frequency. In January, 
work was started on the Amistad 
Dam along the U.S. - Mexican 
border on the Rio Grande River. 
Bid 
openings 
have 
been 
scheduled this spring for the 
Little Goose Dam on the Snake 
River in Washington and for the 
Cochiti Dam in New Mexico, 
where work has already started 
on the construction of access 
roads. 
Although residential construc­ 
tion has declined slightly dur­ 
ing the past year, most of the 
decrease has been concentrated 
in apartment projects, there­ 
by minimizing the effect on ex­ 
cavation work associated with 
housing 
construction. 
The 
greater than anticipated gains 
in 
industrial 
output, 
and 
especially in capital expendi- 
dures for plant and 
equip­ 
ment, have led to increased 
sales of construction machinery 
for 
mining 
and 
material 
handling applications. No sud­ 
den softening in these markets 
appears imminent, since furth­ 
er increases in capital spending 
are programmed by American 
industries through the balance 
of 1965. 
Increases in foreign sales of 
construction 
machinery have 
been dampened to some extent 
by the U. S. and British foreign 
credit restrictions and 
the 
weakening 
of some primary 
commodity prices. 


The U.S. balance of payments 
measures, adopted in February, 
entailed the restriction of for­ 
eign loans by American banks. 
These 
measures, 
coming on 
the heels of the British credit 
restriction last November, are 
expected to limit the volume of 
funds available to Latin Ameri­ 
can, African, and Asian coun­ 
ties for the purchase 
of im­ 
ported machinery. Commodity 
prices, 
especially for food­ 
stuffs, drifted downward during 
19$4, and although metal prices 
rose dramatically, subsequent 
price declines indicate a pos­ 
sible weakening in export earn­ 
ings of the commodity producing 
countries. These complex fac­ 
tors are reducing construction 
machinery exports to less de­ 
veloped countries. 
Canadian sales have advanced 
rapidly this year as they have 
in the United States. Work has 
been started on two of the three 
dams involved in the joint U.S.- 
Canadian Columbia River de­ 
velopment, the Duncan Dam and

the Arrow Dam, and construc­ 
tion on such large projects as 
the Portage Mountain Dam in 
British Columbia and the South 
Saskatchewan Reservoir is con­ 
tinuing. 
European construction 
ma­ 
chinery 
sales 
trends 
are 
somewhat diverse. Despite the 
import surcharges levied by the 
British Labor Government last 
October, Imports of construc­ 
tion machinery have been main­ 
tained at a high level. French 
business has been adversely af­ 
fected by the slowdown of busi­ 
ness capital spending and the 
decline in industrial produc­ 
tion, but the continued strong 
increase in public construction 
has caused construction ma­ 
chinery sales to be well main­ 
tained. The German economic 
expansion continues, and Italy 
has recently taken measures to 
stimulate the expansion of its 
economy. The important Trans- 
Alpine Pipeline project 
from 
Trieste to Ingolstadt (near Mu­ 
nich) is expected to be started 
during the second half of this 
year. This is a 282 mile, large 
diameter oil line, sponsored by 
a group of oil companies. 
Australian demand 
for ma­ 
chinery also is increasing. An­ 
other part of the Snowy Moun­ 
tains project, the Blowering 
Dam, was awarded to contrac­ 
tors early this year. More­ 
over, important iron ore sup­ 
ply contracts have been signed 
to furnish large quantities of 
Australian 
iron ore to the 
Japanese steel industry during 
the next 26 years. The develop­ 
ment of these mining projects 
will require a substantial num­ 
ber of earthmoving machines. 
In total, the prospects for the 
construction machinery indus­ 
try during the second half of 
1965 appear favorable. Because 
of a number of adverse factors 
currently restraining foreign 
demand, the outlook is strong­ 
er in domestic markets than it 
is abroad. When combined with 
the 
probability of a slower 
increase in U. S. highway con­ 
struction, the most important 
market, it is likely that indus­ 
try sales during the second 
half of the year will not grow 
as rapidly as they have during 
recent years.
